HARRIMAN NEEDS THE ROAD

‘Wise Ones Are of the Opinion That
Harriman Wants Road to Offsst
the Lead of Hill—Harriman
Must Follow Lead,

According to the Evening Telegram,
the coming of A. B, Hammond from San
Francisco North to Portland and Astoria
has roopened speculation among il
roaders an to the future of the two rafl
road properties,  In  this connection,
it says, “It was  rumored some
time ago that the Northern Pacifle had
purchasod the A, & ., but that was re-
fused. Receotly negotiations nre sald to
have agnin been opened with the owners
in which thg Hardiman and Hill . inter
ests and an outside concern figure. The
strong probability of the Northern Pa-
cifiec continuing the north bank road be-
low Kalama in order to find & point
whefe deep-water carviers can be given
cargo has given tse to the Impression
the Hartiman system will take oyer the
A & C. Tt in admitted by railroad
strategists that if the Hill line seeks an
outlet nesr the mouth of the Columbin
it will mean l{unimln must follow suit.

Portland Not Hill's Outlet,

“That Hill will not haul grain from
the interior to Portland is taken ns a
foregone conclusion, If the cereal s
brought to Vancouver and thence to
Portland it will mean & haul of seven
miles practically up stream. which will
lind the grain 12 miles above the mouth
of the Willamette. On the retumn a
few of the cars used will be loaded with
freight from Portland, but when the sea-
son Is really on for moving wheat to
tidewater there will not be enough com-
modities here to supply the empties, and
they must then be taken back to Van-
couver and starled elsewhere for loads.
Figuring that the empty haul of seven
miles, which will not include the trip
from Vancouver to the point where
freight is waiting, will represent a heavy
loss to the operating department, an-
nually, milrond men declare the Hill
officlals will do their utmost to eliminate
it by hauling the grain to some down-
river point where it can be loaded into
carriers, Then the ampties will be placed
on u siding in the vicinity leading to
shingle mills and receive the roofing ma-
terial for the trip East,

“In that connection it is shown the
bulk of the shingle trade originates on
the north side of the Columbia Riven
with practically none being cut south of
that lne. At the same time that the
corenl is being sent where other business
is to be had, Mr. Hill will be saving tow-
nge for the grain carviers, and probably
hopes through that means to eradicate
the differentinl of 30 cents a ton on
foreign-bound wheat, or 1s 3d, as repre-
senting the freight differential on grain
tonnage from the Sound ports, as agninst
the local harbor. The rate from the
north to the United Kingdom is 26s 3d,
while from the Columbia river it is
27s 6d.

Harriman Must Follow Lead,

“When all these plans of Mn Hill have
heen earried out, it will leave the Harri-
man terminus at the head of deep-water
navigation, or over 100 miles from the
ocean. Therefore, the eonclusion arrived

‘ot is the latter must either build along

the north bank, paralleling the Northern
Pacific in places, either as & portion of
the direct line or a branch from the
Portland-Puget Sound extensién, or pir-
chase the A. & C. The latter road begins
at Goble, 40 miles from Portland, and
entrance into this ity is gained over the
right of way of the Northern Pacific.
